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NETTELHORST IS DEAD 


THE POPULAR GERMAN-AMERIOAN 
PASSES AWAY AT HIS HOME. 


He Had Been Dangerously III Only Two 
Days, but the Original Cause of His 
Dissolution Was a Severe Attack of the 
Grip Two Years Ago—Chicage Turnge- 
meinde to Have Charge of the Faneral 
Ceremonies, to Be Held Friday—Mr. Net- 
telhorst’s Career. 


Louis Nettelhorst, ex-President of the Board 
of Education and one of the most popular 
German-American citizens of Chicago, died 
last night at 8:15 o’clock at his residence, No. 
46 Wisconsin street, after an illness of only 
two days’ duration. Upto3p. m. yesterday 
it was not supposed that the sickness would 
result fatally. The news, which came as a 
shock, traveled through the city with great 
rapidity, and until a late hour last night a 
constant stream of friends called at the resi- 
dence to tender their condolence to Mr. Net- 
telhorst’s sorrowing family. 

Mr. Netteihorst’s death, while unexpected 
and following a brief illness, was caused pri- 
marily, in the opinion of his physicians, by 
an unusually severe attack of the grip two 
years ago. That disease left the once robust 
man almost an invalid, It developed an af- 
fection of the heart and the kidneys, weak- 
ened the lungs, and generally debilitated the 
system. The habits of Mr. Nettelhorst were 
most industrious. His temperament was 
ardent, and these two conditions served 
to further weaken his health. In 
the campaign of 1891, in which his 
exertions for Democracy were great, and in 
his engrossing work upon the Board of Edu- 
cation, his friends believe that the seeds of 
fatal disease implanted by the grip were de- 
veloped. In the last few months his condi- 
tion grew more serious, but he did not neg- 
lect his business as a partner in the firm of 
Charles Emmerich & Co. 


The End Comes Suddenly. 

Monday morning he visited his office as 
usual, but before noon was overcome by 
weakness and compelled to return home. He 
went to bed at once and Dr. Geiger, his 
physician, was called in. Yesterday morn- 
ing his condition was no more serious, and 
as late as 2 p. m. he was able to move 
about his room. An hour later his condition 
suddenly became much worse. Drs, Geiger 
and Matthal were hastily summoned. They 
did everything suggested by skill and expe- 
rience to revive Mr. Nettelhorst, but he sank 
rapidly, became unconscious, aad at 8:15 
ceased to breathe. Preliminary arrange- 
ments were made by bis friends last 
night for the interment and it was fixed that 
the Chicago Turngemeinde will take charge 
of the cerernonies. The Executive committee 
will meet this morning and settle details of 
the funeral, which will be held Friday, with 
the interment at Graceland. 

Louis Nettelhorst numbered his friends in 
commercial, social, and political life by the 
hundred. His influence in each of these three 
directions was based upon real ability, 
adorned by personal graces whieh drew 
triends to him. He was a young man as life 
is reckoned in this day. He was born 
in Bremen, Feb. 4 1851. In 1870 
he came to Chicago, a spirnted, well- 
equipped young man, determined to make 
his home in America. He found an onening 
in the service of the Bismarck Bund and Teu- 
tonia Insurance company and was sent to 
New York as an agent. His desires lay to- 
ward the West, however, and in 1875 he re- 
turnéd to Chicago to live permanently. He 
feathers. Young Nettelhorst’s first position 
was that of bookkeeper. He proved his effi- 
ciency from the start and soon became an in- 
dispensable factor in the business. In a few 
years his services gained further resognition 
and he was made a partner in the firm. To 
its interests Mr. Nettelhorst devoted his time 
and energies and aided greatly in extending 
and widening the business. 

In Political Lite. 


Mr, Nettelhorst early became interested in 
politics and from the outset of his entrance 
into the fascinating game of government 
wielded an influence equaled by but few of 
his fellow-citizens of German extraction. He 
joined the Republican party and remained in 
its ranks until 1886, when he became a Dem- 
ocrat. In the change he sacrificed few friend- 
ships and as a Democrat soon gained a large 
personal following. He was appointed a 
member of the Board of Education 
seven years ago by Carter H. Harrison. He 
served continuously up to June last under 
Mayors Roche, Cregier, and Washburne. For 
three years of that time he was President of 
the board, His labors while a member were 
persistent and engrossing, and they were all 
directed to the extension of the public school 
system. His resignation was handed in as a 
necessity compelled by the state of his health, 
and he left the board with the good wishes of 
the mem bers. 

This was the only political office Mr. Net- 
telhorst held, but in the campaign of 1891 he 
was a candidate for City Treasurer upon the 
Harrison ticket. He worked earnestly for 
its success and to his severe labors at that 
time weredue renewed inroads upon his 
health. Mr. Nettelhorst for some time past 
had led, it is said, a life somewhat retired 
owing to his health. This fact, however, did 
not prevent the active agitation of his name 
as a candidate for City Treasurer in the pres- 
ent movement to spread a non-partisan ticket 
before the voters of Chicago in the forthcom- 
ing election. His prominence as a candidate 
for this position overtopped that of any other 
man at certain phases of the movement. 


His Social Alliances. 


Mr. Nettelhorst was from the day of his ar- 
rival in Chicago a prominent member of Ger- 
man social circles. His magnificent physique, 
his erect, aggressive appearance, his clear 
eye and faiz hair suggesting Teutonic 
blood, were Wualities that first attracted 
the notice of fellow-members of the 
Turngemeinde, whose acquaintance de 
made at once. He was for twenty-two years 
a member of the Turner Society, of which 
he was President for eight years. Just after 
the fire he was largely instrumental in. or- 
gauizing the Fidelia Singing Society. He was 
its President until his death He was also 
enrolled on the membership of the Germania 
club, of the German Press club, and recently 
of the Chicago Athletic club, besides being a 
Mason. In all of these organizations bis per- 
sonality and his magnetisin were felt as strong 
forces. 

Mr. Nettelhorst was married in Chicago in 
1873 to Miss Tillie: Ropeniak,a cousin. Three 
children resulted from the union—Freda, now 
17 years of age; Carl, 16; and Louis, 9. They 
and the widowsurvive him. Mr. Nettelhorst’s 
father was a patrician of Bremen and he and 
Mr. Nettelhorst’s mother followed the son to 
Chicago a few years after his arrival. His 
mother, still living, isa member of Mr. Net- 
telhorst’s family.

LONG ISLAND RUDELY DISTURBED. 


Shocks of Earthquake Shake Many Bulild- 
ings and Affright the People. 

New Tonk. March 14.—[Special. ]}—The resi- 
dents of Jamaice, L. I., were startled at about 
8:30 this afternoon by a rumblingsound. This 
was followed by asbaking of houses, crock- 
ery, and windows. Many believe it was an 
earthquake. Tbe Jamaica Town Hall, a large 
brick and stone building, was shaken and 
the windows rattled for about seven seconds. 
The shock was so distinctly felt that Jailer 
Murphy thought that part of the building had 
fallen. Thomas F. Foley's hotel, adjoining 
the hall, was shaken, and bottles and glasses 
set in a merry dance. Pettit's Hotel was 
also terribly shaken. People at Scul- 
ly’s Hotel received a shock. At 
the Long Island railroad station 
windows and doors rattled for several seconds, 
and many say a rumbling sound as if the 
earth shook occurred at the time. John Mo- 
Guire was in the town hall and says that the 
shock was so distinct that he at once attrib- 
uted it to an earthquake. A man from 
Hollis said in Jamäica, after the shock, 
that the people of his village experi- 
enced a similar sensation. At Woodhaven 
Constable Hugh J. Swift, Judge Vacheron, 


and others thougat that the chimney of the 


building where the court was in session had 
fallen, and ran from the place. Men and 
women in neighboring houses and stores were 
badly frightened at the time.

Mrs. Caulfield and Six Children Picked Up 
by the Police at Midnignt.

Last 
night she missed the train and she and her 
children were compelled to spend the night 
on the streets. 

The Desplaines street police gave her a 
room in the station, and today an effort will 
be made to send her to her destination.

GAGE AND TRUST OOMPANY. 


The Liabilities of the Corporation Estt- 
mated at $800,000—The Assets Said to 
Be Ample—They Consist Largely of 
Farm Lands and Town Lots Throughout 
the State—Those Who Put Money Into 
the Concern May Be Called Upon for 
the Value of Their Steck. 

Atourson, Kas., March 14.—[Special. }—The 
Kansas Trust and Mortgage company, of 
which ex-Senator John J. Ingalls was. Presi- 
dent, went into the hands of a receiver late 
last night. This was done so quietly that it 
was not until Freling Tufts of Kansas City, 
who had been selected by the United States 
District Court as receiver, arrived here to as- 
sume control that the public knew that the 
corporation was involved. The liabilities of 
the corporation are estimated by the officers 
at $800,000, while Attorney L. F. Bird says 
that the asseta, which include 30,000 acres of 
Kanses farm lands and $20,000 worth of prop- 
erty in this city, will be ample, though the 
stockholders may be called upon for the face 
value of their stock. 

About fifty Atchison people were caught in 
the wreck to the extent of $125,000. They are 
secured by debenture bonds, the value of 
which is a matter of conjecture. The bonds 
are secured by the company’s guaranty and 
real estate first mortgages in the hands of 
David Auld as trustee. [he company guar- 
anty, of vourse, is worthless, the institution 
being insolvent, but the mortgages, which are 
on Kansas land, are as good. as over. Other 
creditors are scattered through the East, the 
heaviest boing probably members of the Man- 
ley family, who have been secured by mort- 
gages to the extent of one-quarter million 
dollars. 

R. M. Manley said this afternoon that there 
was a strong hope that the company would be 
reorganized, and he believed thatevery person 
inte rested would be paid in full. He said 
that unless a reorganization could be effected 
he would be ruined financially. The crash 
was produced by the depression of three years 
ago. The company then took on too heavy 
1 but managed to carry it till the present 
time. The company quit doing a general 
banking business over a year ago, and no 
money was therefore on deposit. Those who 
had placed money with the compary for in- 
vestment were of the more prosperous classes, 
and they have as yet made noclamor. John 
J. Ingalls has nothing to say about the fail- 
ure, but said that he got all his money out be- 
fore the crash came. 

The application was filed in the United States 
Court at Topeka yesterday morning by At- 
torney L. F. Bird of Kansas “7 on the part 
of the interested creditors. M. Manley, 
Vice-President and General Manager of the 
company, was present and confessed Saag, 
ment to the amount of $88,000. The officers

May Resume Business. 


The crash, while it is exceedingly disastrous 
in some respects, is not as troublous and un- 
fortunate as the failure of many like institu- 
tions that have occurred in Kansas during the 
last tw. years as the result of wildcat specula- 
tions in towns that were in the midst of booms. 
In fact, there exists a possibility that the com- 
pany will be able to resume business at no dis- 
tant date if litigation can be avoided and ju- 
dicious management of its affairs is exercised, 
That is the opinion of President Ingalls. 

The company’s assets, it is claimed, are suf- 
ficient to liquidate every cent of the indebted- 
ness if the business of the concern is settled 
up in a wise and prudent manner.

The mort- 
gages and trust-deeds held bytthe concern 
cover the best property in Kansas. This fact 
is testified to by the manner ia which Mr.

Rage in Various Parts of the West. 


Derrzorr, Mich., March 14.—The high water 
in some of the rivers in Michigan has sub. 
sided, while in others it is still doing consid- 
erable damage. At Grand Rapids the water 
is past the highest point in forty-two years 
and is still rapidly rising. One hundred houses 
on the West Side are surrounded by water. 
Children go to school in boats and fifty fami- 
lies or more have been taken out on rafts and 
have suffered intensely from the cold storm 
that has been prevailing. Last night the aity 
was in darkness because the electric light 
works were flooded. Fifty concerns are now 
idle. Several bridges above and below Grand 
Rapids have been carried away. The Gunne- 
son swamp district, where many workingmen 
reside, is afloat. 

Above Marine City the Belle River is rising 
rapidly and great damage is threatened, The 
river is five feet higher than usual and is 
blocked with heavy ice. Every factory is 
closed down. The city water works plant is 
flooded and cannot be operated. body 
of Mrs. Sullivan, who was drowned Sunday, 
has not been found. 

The Kalamazoo River has risen at Kalama- 
zoo and ali the streams running into it are 
higher than for many years. Railroad tracks 
in that town are inundated and more than 
100 dwellings are surrounded by water to such 
a depth as to render it necessary to use boats 
in getting back and forth. Several factories 
have been compelled to shut down. 

Sadixaw. Mich., March 14.—[Special.|—A 
blinding snow-storm and northeast gale has 
raged for several hours, and the temperature 
has fallen 20°, which will check the floods. At 
Midland the Tittabawassee is falling half an 
inch an hour, and the Shiawasse is also 
falling. At St. Louis Pine River w the 
highest in seventeen years, and the mills and 
electric light works are flooded out, One 
bridge was carried away.

G. Armsby put $20,000 in the company, which 
he loses. : 

“The company has about 30,000 acres of 
land, all of which is rented, and the rents are 
sufficient to pay the interest on the mortgages 
that are on the land. There will probably be 
an effort made to reorganize the company, 
and I think that a reorganization may be 
effected if the creditors will get together and 
find out united action would be best for all 
parties arid take that action. 

Freling Tufts, who was appointed receiver, 
is in the city and took charge of the concern 
at 7 o’clock last evenmg.

The company was organized about seven 
years ago with $100,000 capital by R. M. Man- 
ley and E. G. Armsby, both of Atchison, who 
associated with them Senator John J. Ingalls, 
O. N. Regnier, and C. A. Shoup ot St. Joseph, 
and George Manley of New Jersey, father of 
R. M. Manley and reputed a multi-million- 
aire, but whose holding of stock was only 
nominal, Charles N. Regnier now lives at 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, Germany. where he 
acted as the agent of the company and, as 
such, sold a large amount of its debenture 
mortgage bonds. The stock held dy Mr. In- 
galls was $7,500, by Manley $73,000, and by 
Armsby most of the rest. Besides dividends 
the company paid Mr. Ingalls a good salary 
as its President. 

_ The company was one of the few of the kind 
in the West which weathered the storm which 
followed the boom of 1887. It had ample 
funds to protect its bondholders, and when 
the mortgagers defaulted it would take up the 
coupons and afterwards foreciose. It thus 
accumulated many thousand acres of land in 
the western part of Kansas, especially in the 
Republican and Solomon Vaileys.

DUNNIVANT IN JAIL. 


HE IS THE MAN WHO SUED 0. W. 
POTTER FOR $100,000. 


He and His Attorneys Claim That His 
Arrest Is a Continuation of the Alleged 
Pidét That Began Years Age and Landed 
Him in the Penitentiary—He Is Charged 
with Larceny by a Woman—The Damage 
Suit on Call Before Judge Windes—The 
Amount to Be Raised to $500,000, 


Eugene Dunnivant, complainant m a $100,- 
000 damage suit against O. W. Potter, is con- 
fined in a cell at the County Jail, He is 
charged with larceny and obtaining money 
under false pretenses. In Justice Kersten’s 
court this morning the case will come up for 
hearing and Dunnivant’s attorneys will not 
only try to secure the release of their client 
but will also attempt to clinch their charges 
that Dunnivant has again been the victim of 
conspiracy and of a gang of kidnapers and 
plotters. The suit which Dunnivant long ago 
brought against Mr. Potter for damages is on 
call in Judge Windes’ Circuit Court and may 
be reached any day this week. 

Eight days ago, the claim is made, Dunni- 
vant disappeared mysteriously, and his attor- 
neys, who were putting the finishing touches 
on their papers for the damage suit, were 
altogether at sea as to his whereabouts. One 
of them held to the theory that he had been 
killed, but the others claimed that he had 
been hidden away by agents of O. W. Potter 
in order to prevent his appearance this week 
in the big damage case. On this theory the 
trio of lawyers palled on the police for in- 
formation and after some huntmg they came 
upon him Monday locked up in jail. He had 
been there six days, and had been looked for 
by the police for a week before that. 

Accused of Stealing a Watch. 

It was Feb. 28 that Rebecca Burch of No. 
143 Erie street laid complaint with Inspector 
Schaack against one Rufus Kidridge, who, she 
claimed, with a companion, had stolen a gold 
watch and a revolver from her flat. She ae- 
scribed Eldridge, but could say little about 
his companion. Her story was to the effect 
that Eldridge, or Dunnivant, as he pow ap- 
pears to be, called on her with his companion, 
representing the Columbia Portrait company, 
No. 75 Madison street, and offered to sell her 
orders for cabinet pictures at $1 a dozen, with 
a per cent off for cash. While they were in 
her house another stranger appeared and en- 
gaged her attention for a few minutes. The 
men departed at the same time, and the 
woman found that her watch was missing. 
The third stranger met her on the street and 
told her that Eldridge, had her watch and had 
just gone south on acar. The Burch woman 
said at andther interview that she saw Eldridge 
take the watch. 

She reported at once to the police station, 
and on the Saturday following Detective 
Wallbaum tound her watch at a South Clark 
street pawnshop. Two days later the same 
officer found Dunnivant at Clark and Monroe 
streets. He took the young man into custody. 
Dunnivant willingly accompanied him as far 
as Erie street, where the prisoner demanded 
that the officer show his warrant. According 
to Dunnivant Wallbaum produced a revolver 
and forced him along to the Chicago Avenue 
Police Station, where he was locked up with- 
out the formality of a warrant. 

„There I lay two days, said Dunnivant 
yesterday, without bemg allowed to com- 
munivate with my brother. Then I was taken 
before Justice Kersten and tne police said I 
was a new sheaksthief in town. y case was 
continued one week under bonds of $1,100, in 
default of which I have been confined here, 
without the knowledge of my friends, for all 
these succeeding days. 

Feared Foul Play. 


Dunnivant, under the advice of his lawyers, 
went with his mother and brother some 
months ago to California. The lawyers told 
him they feared that he would be the victim 
of fou) play here and urged him to remain in 
the West until the time for the damage suit to 
come up in court. But Dunnivant returned a 
full month ago, assumi the name Eldridge 
in order to escape the wiles of his persecutors. 
He became agent of a photograph company, 
and his brother Clarence secured a place in 
the mailing-room of the Chicago Herald. All 
went well until the detective put him under 
arrest a week ago. He had an appointment 
to meet his leading counsel, S. R. Moore of 
Kankakee, the day that followed his arrest. 
Mr. Moore was surprised at Dunnivant’s non- 
appearance, and that surprise deepened into 
consternation and suspicion when day passed 
day and the client’s whereabouts continued a 
mystery. 

Connected with the Kankakee attorney m 
the prosecution of Dunnivant’s case against 
Potter is W. E. Hughes. He yesterday made 
the following statement of the newsboy’s ca- 
reer, being substantially the same story as 
told in the bili filed to collect damages: 

Dunnivant makes these claims: In the spring 
of 1855 he became acquainted with Gertrude Pot- 
tor, he being 17 and she 11 ears of age. They 
had a number of interviews. Inthe summer fol- 
lowing he went to Geneva Lake, her father’s 
summer home, on her invitation, and while there 
was arrested without a warrant and locked up 
for two days. He was then discharged without a 
hearing and told by James Hutchins, Mr. Pot- 
ter’s son-in-law, to leave at once. A Mr. Thurpe, 
Mr. Potter’s nephew, persuaded him to surren- 
der to Thorpe some letters which he nad received 
from Miss Potter. Soon afterwards Dunnivant was 
met in Chicago by a detective named O’ Donnell, 
who leveled a pistol at the boy, telling him that 
if he ever again appeared in the neighborhood of 
Mr. Potter's home after dark be would be shot. 
O'Donnell has since admitted that be was paid 
$50 by Potter to drive the boy off the streets. 


Charged with Burglary. 


A man named Allen then cultivated Dunni- 
vant's acquaintance, professed great friendship, 
and induced him to goto South Chicago, where 
Allen said he had some business to transact. 
That was in November, 1886. While Dunnivant 
was at the Illinois Steel cémpany’s office talking 
to Thorpe, who was paymaster at the rolling 
mills, of which Mr. Potter was President, a burg- 
lary was committed at the house of a woman in 
South Chicago who was Mr. Potter’s cousin, and 
a young woman in the house saw a boy take a 
bundle of clothing from the front hall. That boy 
had a fresh scar on his chin, and the man Allen, 
who had coaxed young Dynnivant down there, 
was yee pee at the foot of the stairway in that 
ball and told the young lady who heard the out- 
cry to let that lad alone as he was a pal of his. 

ithin half an hour Allen was arrested by the 
police. He acknowledged his guilt and said that his 
pal was at the depot. The police went there with 
him. He identified Dunnivant, who was in the 
waiting-room, but who had no scar on hig chin. 
Dunnivant was arrested, Allen being already un- 
der arrest. On proof before the magistrate that 
Allen was at the place of the burglary; that the 
stolen goods were found hidden where anybody 
could find them, close to the house, and on Al- 
len’s admission of the burglary, implicating Dun- 
nivant also, both were bound over to the grand 


ury. 
, Following the arrest of Dunnivant and Allen, 
an indictment was found against both, and a law 
yer offered his services to Dunnivant, assuring 
the latter that he had been retained by a member 
of the Potter family and pate for his services, be- 
cause the lawyer's client knew the boy was inno- 
cent. Thie lawyer. so far from defend! the 
boy, did all he could to ty 4 convict him and con- 
sented to an arrangement ny which Allen, one of 
the alleged burglars, should plead guilty. and 
then go on the stand as a witness against Dunni- 


vant. 


Sent to the Penitentiary. 


None of the witnesses as to character whose 
names Dunnivaut gave to his lawyer were sub- 
posnaed. Nobody apveared for the boy. His la w- 

er urged him to plead guilty, assuring him of a 
ight sentence if he would doit. He refused. 

e was convicted and sentenced to four years in 
the penitentiary in January, 1587. 

A term or two after he had been sentenced and 
sent out of the way Allen was allowed to change 
his plea to that of guilty, not of burglary but of 
petty larceny, and for that was sent to the bride- 
well for a short term instead of to the peniten- 
tiary. The boy Dunnivant served his term of 
four years, less the ten months credited to him 
by law for good bebavior. During this time he 
was put at work hard enough to ruin the health 
of an able-bodied man accustomed to outdoor 


work. 

But he lived. While the boy was in the peni- 
tentiary knowledge of the conspiracy through 
which he was unjustly convicted and sentenced 
came to the ears of a Chicago paper and O. W. 
Potter paid $10,000 to its editor, J. J. West, to 
suppress the story and surrender the manuscript 
and proofs. g f 

After the boy was discharged from the iten- 
tiary in April, 1890, his mother induced Stephen 
R. Moore to bring the suit against O. W. Potter 
and others for conspiracy to arrest and unjustly 
convict the boy Dunnivant, laying the damages 
at $100,000. 

Last Friday the case was reached on the _ 
liminary call before Judge Windes and Mr. Pot- 
ter’s lawyers were on hand trying to dismiss the 
case, but Mr. Moore’s representative announced 
that the case would be tried. It is now awaiting 
the regular call tor trial. 

After Mr. Potter’s counsel were notified that 
the case was to be tried they — to have 
dropped oat of it, for Friday rnoon Judge 
Moran notified counsel for the plaintiff that 
he had been employed. The answer to that will 
be that the suit for damages will be raised from 
$100,000 to $500,000.

THREATENING NOTICE ON DEMOCRATS. 


Milwaukee Catholics and Lutherans Pro- 
test at Free Text Book Bil}, 


Mritwavuxegr, Wis., March 14,—| Special. }]— 

There is pending in the Legislature a bill 
introduced by Assemblyman Ringle, which 
proposes that the State furnish text books free 
to children attending public schools. It is being 
vigorously opposed by religious denominations 
supporting private schools. A few daysago the 
Columbia, the Catholic organ published in 
this city, warned the Democratic majority 
in the Legislature that if it pasged the bill its 
fate would be like that of Republican 
party on the Bennett law. At a conference 
last night of the Lutheran pastors of this city, 
strong opposition to the bill was expressed, 
and the pastors delegated the Rev. J. H.

HELD THE HOSTELRY. 


THE MEOOA BECOMES TEMPORARILY 
A FORTRESS WELL GUARDED. 


Result of the Order of Judge Grosscup 
Discharging the Receiver and Keinstat- 
ing the Standard Association in Con- 
trol—Police and Employes Hold Posses- 
sion Against a Small Army of Consta- 
bles—The Proceedings Which Led Up 
to the Armed Peace, 


The Mecca Hotel, State and Thirty-fourth 
streets, has been transformed temporarily 
into a fortress, and is filled with an armed 
body of strong, determined-lookmg men. 
Since — o’clock Monday afternoon the long 
balconies, lobby. and entrance corridors have 
presented an appearance resembling more 
Closely some modern military barracks than 
an orderly, well-conducted hostelry. Yester- 
day a force ot uniformed policemen and dep- 
uty constabies paced the tiled floors and did 
guard duty momentarily anticipating an at- 
tack by an enemy that had previously invaded 
and attempted to take torcible possession of 
the premises. 

Constable Frank Fuller was in command. 
He had nine aids, besides a dozen biuecoata. 
All day he kept men stationed at every door 
and sentinels on the outside, who were in- 
structed to give the alarm in case they saw a 
mob approaching. Most of the time four 
men guarded the main entrance, and no per- 
son could gain admission without first being 
sudjected to close scrutiny and a series of 
questions regarding his business. 

The Mecca company, consisting of Charles 
S. Harmon, Z. D. Dwiggins, James Starbuch, 
and others, owners of the hotel building, and 
the Standard Hotel Association, which leased, 
furnished, and is —, it, constitute the 
factions. F. E. Scott and G. F. Montgomery, 
Chicago; F. J. aot General lassenger 
Agent of the Great Northern railroad, St. 
Paul; R. A. Campbell, St. Louis, and Edward 
Watson of Vincennes, Ind., are the members 
of the last named organization. The hotel 
was erected last summer at an expense of 
$300,000. It is an immense structure, covers 
half a block of ground, having frontages on 
State, Thirty-fourth, and Dearborn streets, is 
four stories high and contains 700 rooms. 

Long before it had been completed the 
Mecca was leased to the Standard Association 
at an annual rental of $60,000. To properly 
furaish the estatlishment the Standard people 
expended $150,000. G. F. Montgomery, for- 
merly a real estate operator, was installed as 
manager. In November he discovered that 
the interior construction of the building had 
been so imperfectly done that through a set- 
tling process partitions, doors, and floors were 
all thrown out of shape. Ihe owners 
were notified of these defects at 
once put a force of mechanics to work 
reconstructing. The beginning of February, 
when the Mecca company presented its bill to 
the lessees for the January rent, $5,000, pay- 
ment was refused on the grounds that the 
management had not been able to get the 
use of all the building, and also that while 
carrying on the reconstruction the workmen 
had damaged the carpets, hangings, and fur- 
niture in removing them from the rooms to 
the extent of $35,000, 

Ten days ago the Phonix Furniture com- 
pany of Grand Rapids, Mich., acting for itself 
and other creditors, applied to Judge Gross- 
cup in the United States Court for a receiver 
and A. M. Eastindn of this city was appointed. 
Immediately thereafter the Mecca company 
brought suit before Judge Grosscup to oust 
the Standard Association. Last Monday 
morning the Judge gave his decision reinstat- 
ing | the Standard Association in possession 
and discharging the receiver. This conclusion 
of the matter, however, did not cause the 
Mecca people to give up the struggle. They 
quickly got together a squad of sixteen con- 
stables and dispatched them down to the hotel 
with orders to march right in forcibly and 
take possession. 

It was 1 o’clock when the constables ap- 

ered, but they failed to take possession. 

anager Montgomery, under direction of his 
attorneys, had hurried home, marshaled his 
employés, and was waiting to receive the con- 
stables. As they entered the lobby Mr. Mont- 
gomery confronted them with a double-bar- 
reled and a command to desist. It 
was expected yesterday that another attempt 
would be made. About 2 o’clock a telephone 
message reached the hotel Mecca 
company was organizing a mob of fifty to 
swoop down on the establishment and capture 
it, but they failed to show up. The guard was 
kept on duty all last night.

Tun California Legislature seems to be 
much like that of Illinois. After electing a 
Democratic Senator the Pacific coast Solons 
devoted themselves to the introduction of 
sandbagging and blackmailing bills and to 
drunken carousals, A local paper printed a 
lively article a few days ago in which some of 
the leaders were represented as sitting in the 
laps of beer slingers,’ with cuts coarser than 
the descriptive matter. Over the whole was 
the caption: ‘Thank God, the session . will 
goon be over.’ ” 

The legislators were so angered at this arti- 
cle that they passed a joint resolution to sub- 
mit a constitutional amendment removing the 
capital from Sacramento to San José to a 
vote of the people. As the State buildings at 
Sacramento cost about $5,000,000 and as new 
State buildings at San José would doubtless 
cost a larger sum, it is not likely that the peo- 
ple of California will vote for the removal of 
their capital. The resolution was doubtless 
the outgrowth of some drunken carousal, and 
may yet be reconsidered. Its passage only 
helps to direct public attention more forcibly 
to the disgraceful proceedings at Sacramento. 


MR. ALLERTON FOR MAYOR. 
Judging from the reports of the primary 
elections in the wards received up to midnight 
Samuel W. Allerton will be nominated by the 
Republican city convention which meets in 
the North Side Turner Hall this morning. 
A majority of the delegates elected 
in the South Side wards, where a majority 
of the Republican voters reside, seem to 
favor Mr. Allerton. George B. Swift, who 
appeared to be the favorite of the Repub- 
licans of the West Division, returned to the 
city yesterday and peremptorily declined to 
be a candidate. Mr. Allerton seems to be the 
second choice of many of Mr. Swift’s most 
earnest supporters. 

The fact that Mr. Allerton, among the lead- 
ing business-men of Chicago, was the first to 
declare his willingness to lead the opposition 
to Carter Harrison on a broad, lib- 
eral, and comprehensive platform of 
municipal reform seems to have commended 
him to the mass of the voters. They admire 
his pluck and spirit, which appear not to be 
too common among the great merchants and 
business-men of the World’s Fair City. 
The liberal German press is satisfied 
with his views on the subject of 
personal liberty and rational amusements and 
has agreed to support him heartily. The pub- 
lishers of the leading English dailies have 
promised also to advocate his election. If 
nominated he will make an energetic canvass. 
The business-men of the city will support him. 
He is entirely acceptable to the large labor 
element of the city. The Democrats who are 
dissatisfied with Carter Harrison believe his 
pledges that he will give the city a non-parti- 
san sdministration. They will vote for him 
as against the nominee of the mob convention 
which assembled in the Central Music Hail 
the last day of last month. 

If Mr. Allerton is nominated by the Repub- 
licans in their convention today he certainly 
will reeeive the full Republican support. There 
is no reason why any Republican voter should 
prefer Carter Harrison to him. He is a fair 
public speaker. He would be able to explain 
his views on public questions in a plain, busi- 
ness-like manner. His canvass under all cir- 
cumstances no doubt would be crowned with 
success. He is the best candidate that will be 
presented to the convention or who at this 
late day can be selected to oppose Carter Har- 
rison. He ought to be nominated this morn- 
ing. If he is nominated by acclamation 0 

much the better. 


CUTTING DOWN THE MUNICIPAL ESTI- 
MATES. 

At the meeting of the Council Finance com- 
mittee Monday the estimates of the Water 
Department were considered and passed upon. 
This department has not been appropriated 
for hitherto. The employés of the bureau 
have been paid out of the water tax collec- 
tons. The chief of the bureau has fixed the 
salaries and the number of employée at his 
own sweet will. The result has not been sat- 
isfactory. The number of the employés has 
always been in excess of the necessities of the 
case, It has varied with the political exigen- 
cies of the politiciansin control. The result 
has been extravagance and inefficiency. So 
‘many scandals have grown out of the loose 
system that public opinion at last insisted 
on a change. At the instance of Ald. 
Madden the Council some time ago directed 
the Superintendent of the Water Office to sub- 
mit estimates for his bureau for this year. 

The Superintendent kept the estimates 
within what he no doubt thought to be mod- 
erate bounds. His salary list, which is prob- 
ably less than it was last year, aggregated 
$306,000. The amount collected by the Water 
Department is, in round numbers, about 
$2,250,000, The official pay-roll therefore, had 
the Superintendent of the Water Office been 
allowed the amounts asked for, would be 
about 14 per cent of the total amount collect- 
ed. Those who pay water taxes go to the City 
Hall or to the stations in Hyde Park or Lake 
and Lake View and hand over their money. 
The city is not at the expense of sending for 
it. Fourteen per cent for office expenses 
therefore seems to be an enor nous amount. 

The Superintendent of the department could 
not explaia it. He cannot account for it. He 
found the system in a worse state than it is 
now. He has improved it to some extent no 
doubt, But it is yet in a wretched muddle. 

The Finance committee is now helping him 
to put it into decent order. The first thing 
done by the committee Monday was to cut 
down the salary list of the office about $60,000, 
It will bear still further paring down. The 
estimates call for sixty water inspectors at 
$900 each. This number was cut down to 
thirty-four, But why thirty-four? Would not 
twelve or at most twenty do? What are the 
duties of a water inspector? Did anybody 
ever see one of those functionaries at work 
except about a primary or in a convention? 
Twenty-five shut-off men were asked for. 


The Finance committee has cut down the 


number to twelve. But are the twelve really 
necessary ? 

The aggregate appropriation for the Water 
Department cap be cut down from $306,000 to 
$150,000, certainly to $200,000 without impair- 
ing the efficiency of the bureau. The paring 
down would really improve the management 
and the discipline, and therefore add to the 
usefulness of that branch of the public serv- 
ice. The Finance committee has done some 


good, but it can do more and better work. 


The Water Department is not the only 
branch of the service where the pruning knife 
can be applied with excellent effect. The 
estimates of the Street Bureau, of the Special 


ment, the Controller’s Department, and even 
of the Executive Department need looking 
after. In all those branches cf the municipal 
government there are unnecessary offices, 
provided originally for dead-head politicians, 
and now filled by useless, lazy, indolent, 
greedy pensioners. A saving could be effected 
in those departments sufficient to keep the 
city thoroughly clean for six months, 


THE DEPARTING PRIZE RING. 

It is reported that the winner of the latest 
prize-fight at New Orleans gets only about 
half the money he was supposed to wiu when 
he administered the “jaw-breaker’’ to Hall. 
The other half will be paid on the installment 
plan, the winner holding acceptable paper as 
security. The Sight netted such a severe loss 
to the club which managed it that the mem- 
bers are heavily out of pocket, and it is 
thought probable that prize-fighting itself has 
received a “ knock-out ’’ blow in the city which 
has been called the Paradise of gamblers and 
the Mecca of brutal sport. The clubs in New 
Orleans will now devote their attention to 
general athletics and rowing. The champions 
of the prize ring, men ambitious to become 
such, and their backers, must now look else- 
where for the pecuniary support which is the 
food of their fisticuff existence. And they 
may look elsewhere in vain, for New Orleans 
is far from being the only place in which the 
pounding of each other by two men in the 
presence of a lot of bullies and gamblers has 
fallen into marked disfavor. The “ spurting”’ 
element in San Francisco has had enough of 
it, and even in Engiand, the home and cradle 
of modern pugilism, there is less taste for it 
than a few years ago. 

The change is occurring, not because the 
brutes themselves who act as principals, sec- 
onds, and backers in the prize-fight are any 
less brutal, but for the reason that the exhibi- 
tion is not so well patronized as to be a pay- 
ing operation. Time was when the fight with 
bare knuckles in a twenty-four foot ring was 
semi-fashionable in England. The sporting 
journals, in chronicling the event, used to tell 
of the Corinthians who were in attendance, 
meaning thereby members of the aristocracy. 
There is little of that now. And in this coun- 
try the so-called respectables who have wit- 
nessed prize-fights in the last few years were 
so simply by virtue of votes from the men 
who hang around saloons and worse places, if 
any such there be. Some of that class are 
now ashamed of open association with the 
thing, though they may find it difficult to sup- 
press the display of great interest, as was the 
case with some members of the Chicago 
Common Council who disgraced themselves 
and the decent portion of their con- 
stituency at the meeting of last week 
by anxiety to hear the news from 
New Orleans. Those of this class who now 
attend the prize-fight want to go as dead- 
heads, thus proving they are utterly without 
sense of shame. But that does not pay the 
expenses of the contest. The men whose 
money is wanted to help support the prize 
ring object to contributing. They go on the 
theory that the quasi-protect‘on they afford is 
‘* worth the price of admission, and so the 
fight has become a losing game to those who 
want to make money out of the sins and suf- 
ferings of fellow mortals. 

All this may be regarded as a sign of a grad- 
ual improvement in the average human being. 
The rise out of the slough of brutality is a slow 
one, but it is almost as perceptible in regard 
to prize-fightang as in respect to drinking in 
public. Both are frowned on by many men 
belonging to classes which encouraged and 
participated in former years. The prize-fight 
is even now dropping back into the ranks of 
the ‘things that are obsolete, and it is the 
duty of the authorities and lawmakers in the 
several States to help to relegate it to that 
position. 


STORAGE BATTERIES FOR TRAVEL. 

For several years past the electricians have 
‘been working up toward the storage battery 

as a reservoir of power from which to run the 
street car, dispensing with the objectionable 
trolley wire. More than once it has been re- 
ported that success had been achieved and 
each time it was added, after awhile, that the 
desired perfection was yet a thing of the fut- 
ure. Some trials have recently been made 
in San Francisco the results of which are 
highly spoken of, and greater expectations are 
now entertained in regard to the capability of 
the storage battery te supply the power for 
street car locomotion, - . 

It may now be regarded as probable that 
ere long the problem will be solved, if not 
solved already, and the solution is so desira- 
ble as to justify far more effort than has been 
expended in the experiments leading up to it. 
When perfected the storage battery will abol- 
ish the deadly trolley wire and relegate the 
horse car and the cable car into the misty past. 
The smaller towns may be expected to first 
adopt it generally, soon followed by the larger 
cities, and then people will wonder why the 
reform was delayed 80 long. Each storage 
battery car will carry its own propelling force, 
and this fact may cause the abolition of the 
train of cars which some now profess to find 
objectionable under the cable system by en- 
tailing delay to many who do not want to 
stop and rendering it necessary fora large 
percentage of the patrons to wade through 
mud away from the regular crossings, The 
storage battery also may be expected to do 
away with the frequent breaking down to 
which cable cars are liable, and probably 
much diminish the risk of accident in the tun- 
nels under our river. The storage battery car 
will easily mount the viaducts and climb upon 
the bridges, while they will save by gathering 
up force during the descent from those elevated 
places, thus reducing the total expenditure of 
power nearly to that required for running on 
the dead level. Valuable time will be saved 
by stopping and starting these cars more 
quickly than is possible with the horse or 
cable, and they can be run on any street in 
the city. They will solve the problem of sub. 
urban travel by making quick dashes of sev- 
eral miles from the business center, when 
freshly charged batteries will be taken on to 
propel them back to the starting point. A 
recent improvement said to have been effect- 
ed in insniation will prevent these vehicles 
from being retarded by snow orf rain, and ex- 
tremes of temperature will make little or no 
difference in their rate of speed, 

Possibly the trolley wire may be employed 
in many years to come on the elevated lines, 
where the element of -Ganger to human life 
from them is reduced toa minimum. It may 
be that in such situations the trolley will long 
bold its own because of relatively small loss 
of force in trausmission. But the storage 
battery seems destined to be the motive power 
employed for surface cars in all cities and 


towns. It promises to constitute such a vast

much longer, though the difficulties to be 
overcome were much greater than those which 
up to the present time have seemed to bar the 
way to its use in the streets. Undoubtedly it 
is the coming motives foree on thoroughfares 
which are used for other travel than that pro- 
vided for by the street car companies.

INJUNCTIONS AND STRIKES. 

The strike of the engineers and other em- 
ployés on the Ann Arbor road seems to have 
come to an end owing to a wise and timely 
order of the Judge of the United States Dis- 
trict Court at Cleveland, The railroad had 
no difficulty in getting new men, and was able 
to handle its business so that neither passen- 
gers nor shippers were incommoded, This 
being the case, it was the intention of the 
strikers as their next move to order the mem- 
bers of their organizations, working on other 
roads, to refuse to receive freight tendered to 
the lines for which they worked by the Ann 
Arbor railway. That would have tied up the 
freight business of that road, or woula have 
drawn the connecting lines into the fight. 

‘These disagreeable possibilities were avert- 
ed by the order of Judge Ricks enjoining rail- 
ways, their officers, agents, servants, and 
employés from refusing to interchange 
traffic with the Ann Arbor road. If the rail- 
road corporations wete to disobey this order 
they would place themselves in contempt of 
court and their responsible officers would be 
punished, If the railway locomotive en- 
gineers of these connecting roads were to de- 
cline to haul Ann Arbor freight in order to 
coerce that railway they, too, would be 
brought up for contempt of court, and would 
be punished. The only way in which they 
could show theirsympathy with the strikers 
would be by quietly leaving the service of the 
roads for which they work now. If they re- 
tained their connection with them at all they 


would have togbey the injunction or suffer 


the consequen They have no wish to 
leave. They have not sympathy enough for 
the strikers to throw up their own places, es- 
pecially as they know that there would be lit- 
tle difficulty in filling them. Nor if they were 
to give up their jobs because they did not 
wish to handle certain freight would they 
have a shadow of an excuse for interfering 
with the new men in the discharge of their 
duties. There would be no strike, no lock- 
out—merely one set of men going peaceably 
out and another coming peaceably in. 

The precedent set by Judge Ricks is an ex- 
cellent one. He lays down the principle that 
neither a quasi-public corporation nor its em- 
ployés must become entangled in or take part 
in the disagreements between any other quasi- 
public corporation and 1ts employés in such 
manner that the public may be incommoded 
thereby, as would be the case were the em- 
ployés of one road to refuse to receive freight 
tendered it by another. The Judge says that 
while a man is in the employ of a railroad as 
an engineer or in any other capacity he can 
no mofe refuse to handle freight tendered by 
another road than can the President or Su- 
perintendent of the line. He must either 
quit, if he can do so without breaking his 
contract, or obey the laws of the country. If 
not he will be punished summarily. 


THE MISSOURI BOND TRAGEDY. 

Another chapter of misery is opened up in 
the history of the bond cases in Missouri. 
One of the St. Clair County Judges, who had 
been in prison for several months for con- 
tempt of the Federal court, was released on 
parole to attend the funeral of his daughter, 
who had died at a lunatic asylum, to which 
she had been driven by the imprisonment of 
her father. Before Re could arrange for the 
removal of the body be was called to tho bed- 
side of his wife, who was not expected to ro- 
cover from the shock caused by the death of 
the daughter under such cruel circumstances, 
And the husband is so much prostrated that it 
is feared he may not long survive the death of 
his wife, and may not even live long enough 
to be taken back to jail. 

Surely the result of this tragical situation 
will be a compromise, such as was agreed to 
last January by the people of Cass County. 
The case for each county was substantially 
the same. They had voted bonds for the con- 
struction of a railroad which was expected to 
benefit them. The corporation to which the 
bonds were delivered did not complete the line, 
and the counties repudiated the debt, interest 
on which has been piling up ever since about 
1870. The bondholders obtained judgments 
in the United States Circuit Court, and the 
County Judges have steadily refused to order 
a tax levy for the purpose of paying the debt. 
Judges were elected only to go to jail. Two 
months ago the people of Cass County 
agreed to a compromise of 70 per 
cent, which was acceptable to the 
bondholders, the fines of the Judges were 
remitted, and they were freed from imprison- 
ment, one of them going direct from the jail 
to be sworn in as a member of the General As- 
sembly, It is probable that the wave of sym- 
pathy aroused by the affliction of Judge Copen- 
haver will cause the people of St. Clair County 
to demand asimilar compromise. It is said 
that both of the Judges are in favor of sub- 
mitting the question toa vote of the people. 
But such a vote may not be ordered for 
some months to come, and during that time 
one oF both of the Judges will have to lie in 
jail. The situation is not a pleasant one to be 
contemplated by the fellows who misapplied 
the proceeds of the bonds, 


For officers of the towns constituting the ola 
City of Chicago the Democrats have made 
wretched nominations as far as they have 
gove, They contemplate more wretched 
nominations still. The Republicans have made 
good nominations for North Town officers 
and as a consequence there is an excellent 
prospect that the nominees will be elected, 
The Republican conventions for the West and 
South Towns will be held this afternoon, If 
good men are picked out there is a fair pros- 
pect of their success, But the Republicans 
will not be satisfied with old party hacks or 
cheap ward politicians or present public em- 
ployés who have not performed their duties 
satisfactorily. It is easy to satisfy the Demo- 
cratic voters as a rule. It is notso easy to 
satisfy the Republicans as the ward workers 
and the wirepullers will find to their cost if 
they make poor town nominations this after- 
noon. For several years both the Republican 
and Democratic town officers have been in the 
habit of collecting fees and salaries in excess 
of the amount allowed by law. This vicious 
system must be stopped, It is gratifying that 
in the South Town delegates were elected 
yesterday pledged to the nomination of such 
candidates only as will pledge themselves to 
accept the salaries allowed. by law and no 
more. Resolutions should be adopted in the 
town conventions in favor of such a policy 
and the candidates should be pledged to live 
up to it. 3 


Iw the excitement of elections, conventions, 
and primaries it should not be forgotten 
that the Board of Education meets this 
evening to deal with the question of the 
fads in the schools. No member of the 
Board of Education should be absent 
from his post this evening. Excuses about 
nominations, conventions, and political ex- 
citement will not do. The meeting this even- 
ing will probably be the most important in 
the history of the board for many years. 

The reports in faver of the abolition of the 
fads will come up for action. There ought to 
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) be no doubt as to what that action will be. een de 


The fads should be plucked out root and 
branch. Theyare a nuisance. They are cost- 


ly. They have demoralized the schools. They 


have demoralized the teachers. They have 
made public education in Chicago a laughing- 
stock and a by-word. 

The real friends of education among the 
members of the board will stand up this even- 
ing in their places and vote to abolish the 
fads. Let there be no shirking. The argu- 
ments are all in on this question and the peo- 
ple of Chicago expect that every School Board 
member will do his or her duty.

Ix the American Journal of Science Mr. 
Clarence King, the well-known geologist and 
explorer, claims to have advanced to a fur- 
ther order of importance the method proposed 
by Lord Kelvyn for determining the age of 
the earth. He discusses the experimental in- 
vestigations of Dr. Car] Barus on the effect of 
heat and pressure on certain rocks, and from 
this proceeds to the rate of cooling of the 
earth. He arrives at the conclusion that the 
age of our planet probably dees not exceed 
twenty-four millions of years. Hence he be- 
lieves the estimate of the physicists is approx- 
imately correct, while that of the geologists 
is vague and unreasonable. The discussion 
is of great value as tending to settle a 
grave objection that has been raised 
to the hitherto generally accepted 
theory that the temperatures of suns, 
stars, planets, etc., are si.oply the re- 
sults of the force of attraction. It was long 
ago pointed out that the vast stretches of 
time claimed by some geologists for the cool- 
ing of the earth to its present condition were 
greater than the utmost permissible theoretic- 
al limit for the time required to cool the sun 
down from the eighty million degrees of heat 
due to the gravitation of his constituent mat- 
ter to his present temperature. A few 
years ago the late James Croll, best remem- 
bered as the author of “ Climate and Time,” 
sought to meet this difficulty by supposing 
that suns, etc., resulted from the collision of 
masses which had a high initial velocity in 
space in addition to that due to their mutual 
attraction. This assumption, which is so pure- 
ly gratuitous that it would be entitled to little 


respect were it not for the good work done by 


its author in other directions, .seemed to him 
to be the only way out of the difficulty. But 
it is not needed if Mr. King be correct in 
affirming as approximately true the conclu: 
sions arrived at by Lord Kelvyn from the far 
less satisfactory data at his command thirty- 
one years ago.

Tun Rev. Joseph Cook has been paying his 
respects (?) to Chicago in a discourse on the 
World’s Fair. He discussed the prospects and 
possibilities of crime in this city the coming 
summer, and said he is told that a school has 
been opened here for the teaching of profes- 
sional gambling. He talked of the social evil, 
intoxication, and Sabbath desecration, and 
spoke as if he feared the worst. He said: 

The Mayor of Chicago will have greater power 
and greater responsibility during the Worid's 
Fair than a Governor of a State. Municival gov- 
ernment is on trial. There never has been such 
an emergency as is there presented. If Chicago 
allows anarchy, murder, and rapine she will be a 
national disgrace. I am not here to traiuce Chi- 
cago, a city which I revere. 1 know Chicago 
hanged the Anarchists. I often say there are 
three Chicagos—American, foreign, and infernal. 


The preacher may have drawn upon his 
imagination for some of the things which he 
talked about as if they were facts, but he is 
right on one point. Municipal government 
will be on trial. The Mayor of Chicago will 
have on his shoulders a great responsibility, 
and it is of the highest jmportance that the 
people choose to fill the position a man who 
has sense enough to know his duty and suffi- 
cient backbone to perform it. They ought 
not to put in the Mayor’s chair a denagogue 
content to carry out the will of the ward poli- 
ticians, or who will permit Visitors to be dis- 
gusted by the sight of public gaming-houses 
and to be annoyed by the open solicitations of 
their runners. If they do, we may have more 
of the infernal element spoken of by Cook 
than will be endurable by decent citizens, 


Ar a meeting of a Grand Army post in an 
Ohio town resolutions were offered, one of 
which is as follows: 

Resolved, That we call upon all soldiers and 
their friends everywhere to stand solid on the 
pension question and resist all such assaults by 
such means as are in their power, and at every 
grave on next Decoration day to solemnly re- 
solve that if any man tears down the American 
flag or American pension to shoot him on the 
spct, to the end that all men may beware and 


take warning. 
This sort of talk is very silly and unsoldier- 


like. There need be no fears of any legisla- 
tion which will deprive of a pension any per- 
son who was wounded in the service, who suf- 
fers from disease contracted there, or who, 
having been a soldier, is now reduced to pov- 
erty through no fault of his own and is una- 
ble to provide for his needs. Nor will the 
names of the widows or children of deserving 
soldiers be taken off the pension rolls. Thero- 
fore it would be better instead of talking 
about “shooting on the spot for the mem- 
bers of this post to give the government 
what aid they can towards knocking off 
the pension roll the names which should not 
be on it. It is admitted that there are such, 
and that gross frauds have been practiced on 
the Pension Bureau. It does seem as if the 
men who are really entitied to the assistance 
of the government and who look on a pension 
as an honorabie testimonial of their great 
services would like to run down the impos- 
tors so as to be freed of their odious compan- 
ionship. a

AND DRAMA, 


The Apollo Musical club sang Mendelssohn’s 
Elijah last night for the first time in the 
Auditorium, the beautiful oratorio having last 
been sung by the club members four years ago in 
Central Music Hall. The performance yesterday 
o’ertopped all previous ones in merit and 
has place among the finest efforts -of 
the society. The chorus was present in full 
working strength, the voices were clear and sure, 
and leader and singers entered into their work 
with spirit and confidence, the result being a 
rendition of the choral portions of the oratorio 
that was eminently satisfactory. Especially ad- 
mirable was the singing of the choruses, “* For 
He, the Lord Our God,” Thanks Be to God.“ 
“Be Not Afraid.“ He, Watching Over Israel,” 
and “Then Did Elijah.” The concert 
served to bring before the Chicago public 
Plunket Greene, a baritone whose reputa- 
tion had preceded him, but of whose abilities this 
city had not had opport unity before to judge. 
He soon found favor with his auditors, and be 
fore the evening was dons had proved that he 
stands upon the same high artistic plane as did 
his countryman whom America has come to ad- 
mire—Edward Lloyd—and that as an oracorio 
singer he possesses the same rare qualities of a 
beautiful voice, artistic taste, thorough 
musicianship, and strong, emotional 
power as does the great tenor. He is an artist in 


the best sense of the word, and his singing of the 


music of Elijah last night gave thorough, keen 
delight and satisfaction. Strong dramatic feel- 
ing was displayed in the scene with Ahab and the 
priests of Baal, and in the recitative, The Lord 
Hath Exalted Thee,” but his finest, most 
artistic results were achieved in the two arias, 
Lord God of Abranam and It is Enough.” 
Anything more beautiful in vocal finish or more 
touching in expressiveness than the latter noble 
air as sung by Mr. Greene has rarely been 
heard in this city. The trying air, “Is Not 
His Word,” and also portions of the music 
in Part II. were omitted, owing to the 
singer’s voice having been fatigued by the 
work of the night before. Mme. Nordica was the 
soprano. Her one important solo, Hear Ye, 
Israel,” she gave with the dramatic feeling and 
the brilliancy it demands, and her sing- 
ing of the smaller “bits” was satisfactory 
and artistic. Mrs. Christine Neilson-Dreier 
had not deen heard here in con- 
cert before in several seasons, and her 
return was a pleasant feature of the evening. 
She sings with taste, intelligence, and skill, 
vibrato being the only element in her work to 
which exception can betaken. Her finest work 
last night wasin the air “O rest in the Lord.” 
The indulgence of the audience was asked for 
Sig.

DEROULEDE ANGRY THAT HE COULD 
NOT OALL THE MINISTERS LIARS, 


Tirard Shouts Abusive Terms at the Boul- 
angist Deputy and Asks That He Be 
Temporarily Excluded-Both ef the 
French Houses Vote Confidence in the 

Alleges That 
He Never Had a List of These Impli- 
cated in the Panams Scandal. 

Pants, March 14.—After & debate in the 
Senate today on the facts today brought out 
in the Panama prosecution the Senate again 
voted confidence in the government by 209 to 
56. At a Cabinet meeting today it was decided 
toask M. Bourgeois to resume his post as 
Minister of Justice. M. Soinoury has been 
dismissed from the directorship of the Prison 
Department and appointed to a provincial 
prefecture, 

There was another exciting scene in the 
Chamber of Deputies. M. Clagny said that 
he wished to question M. Poudry de Boisserin 
regarding his attack yesterday on Mme, 
Cottu. President Perier refused to permit 
the question to be offered for the reason that 
the debate had been closed. 

Paul Deroulede vom plained that the official 
report of the debate had suppressed his ex- 
pression that the government was a govern- 
ment of liars, 

M. Tirard, Minister of Finance, left his 
coat and walked toward Deroulede, shonting 
abusive terms at the Boulangist champion. A 
general uproar followed in all parts of the 
Chamber. At length quiet was restored and 
M. Tirard returned to his place and proposed 
that Deroulede should be censured and ex- 
cluded temporarily from the House. Derou- 
lede exclaimed: “If {am expelled I will go 
to the country and declare that the Chamber 
is thirsting for lies and could net listen to the 
truth.” This created a new sensation. Ulti- 
mately, at the request of the Presdent, De- 
roulede withdrew the offensive expressions. 

In the Senate M. Loubet, the former Pre- 
mier, denied that he dad connived inthe al- 
leged bargain which Mme. Cottu had charged 
Soinoury had offered to her. M. Loubet de-

HEARING OF WITNESSES FINISHED, 


The Lawyers Begin Their Addresses in the 
Panama Scandal Cases. 

Paris, March 14,—The Court of Assize was 
again crowded today when the trial of Charles 
de Lessevs, Baihaut, and their fellow defeuda- 
ants was resumed. The effect of the vote in 
the Chamber of Deputies was plainly visible 
in the less satisfied air of che enemies of the 
government. At the opeaing M. Barboux said 
the imputation that Mme. Cottu’s evidence 
had been concocted previously was false and 
calumnious. 

The name of M. Yves-Guyot, Radical Deputy 
for the Seine, who is alleged to have been the 
source of the report that M. Constans had 
communicated tne list of implicated Deputies 
to 2 Carnot, was called, but he did 
not appear. 

M. Constans, the former Minister ot the In- 
terior, denied that he had possessed'a list of 
those implicated in the scandal. 

Lieut. Lucien N. Bonaparte Wyse, the 
French engineer prominently connected with 
the efforts to prolong the Panama Canal en- 
terprise, testified that he remembered that M. 
Monchicourt, official liquidator of the Panama 
Canal company, had mentioned eighteen 
months ago that the directors of the Panama 
Canal company had banded him a sealed 


paper.. ¥ 

Charles de Lesseps hastily arose and denied 
this statement, He said he had given M. 
Monchicourt a full account of all the ex- 
penditures, excepting 1,400.000 francs, the 
employment of which he had fully and age d 
explained to the examining magistrate, , 
Branqueville. This declaration of Charles de 

ps caused a sensation, 

The deposition of M. Monchicourt was read. 
It set forth that Charles de Lesseps 
had refused to communicate the names of the 
beneficiaries of 7,000,000 francs in bonds 
made payable to bearer. 

The deposition of M, Henri Cottu, one of 
the directors of the Panama Canal company, 
was next read. It set forth that Charles de 
Lesseps alone managed the payment of lump 
sums in behalf of the company. Cottu’s 
deposition stated that he merely approved the 
payments without concerning himself with 
the destination of the money. 

M. Barboux read a letter from M. Monchi- 
court deny that Charles de Lesseps had 
sent him a sealed envelope, or any list what- 
ever. 

M, 12 Wyse being recalled men- 
tioned the date on which M. Monchicourt had 
told about the delivery of the sealed package. 

In face of the deniai offered by Charles de 
Lessebs the court ordered that M. Monchi- 
court should be examined before a magistrate 
in relation to the circumstances.

Future of Electri¢ity—Telegraphing With- 
out Using Wires. 

Prof. A. E. Dolbear of Tufts College con- 
tributes an exceedingly interesting article to a 
Boston magazine forecasting the possible and 
probable accomplishments. of electricity. 
Prot. Dolbear is well known asa careful ana 
conservative investigator in the field of phy- 
sics, as he is the author of several works, in- 
cluding one on the telephone and a popular 
treatise recently issued on Matter, Ether. 
Motion.“ He is not likely to indulge in loose 
theories or wild speculations, and for this very 
reason his ideas of the future accomplish- 
ments of “man’s mysterious agent must 
command respect and consideration. 

Foremost among the accomplishmente of 
the tuture Prof. Dolbear places telegraphing 
without wires. When the telegraph was first 
put into use the operators thought that it was 
necessary to have a complete circuit of wires 
for the outgoing and incoming circuit. By a 
mere accident they lean that a single wire 
connecting two instruments and connections 
bet ween instruments and the earth would 
do just as well. The ground served for a re- 
turn conductor just as effectively as a wire. 
The next step was to learn, in an experi- 
mental way, that the single connecting wire 
might also be dispensed with, Prof. Dolbear 
says: 

When the telephone beganto beused it was

This means 
that with proper appliances ten times as much 
light can be got as we now get with a given 
expenditure of power.

also entirely feasibie, and the only reason t is 
not now in common use is its cost. When 
methods of producing electrical currents are 
cheapened howe will be no reason why houses 
should not be heated as well as lighted by the 
energy that comes from the wire. 

Cooling, as well as heating, may be accom- 
plished by electricity. 

When the face of a thermopile is heated it 
gives a current of electricity. If a current from 
some other source be sent through the pile in the 
opposite direction the face of the pile is cooled, 
and ice may be formed in this way. The same 
current at table will keep the tea hot and the 
water cold. 

In transit the most wonderful accomplish- 
ments yet remain, Prof. Dol bear says: 

A 500-porse-power motor can now be made as 
readily as a 500-horse-power locomotive, and that 
the former can run safely two miles a minute 
there is no manner of doubt. It is altogether 
probable that within a year from this time elec- 
tric trains will be run at this speed between Chi- 
cago and St. Louis, and with as great safety as 
with present express trains. The completion of 
that road will probably precipitate a rapid change 
of all railroad work, It should be remembered 
that the sudden adoption of such anew method.

Banks Lending Money on Call Rather than 
Buying Even Gilt-Edge Loans,

when commercial paper was so hard to sell 
as at present. There is generally a demand 
from the country banks for good paper at this 
season of the year.

HAWAII. | 


When He Returns He Will Be Attached to 
the State Department in an Advisory 
Capacity — Annexation of the Islands 
Generally Expected — Cleveland Says 
That the Consuls He Sends Abroad Must 
Have First-Rate Business Qualifications 
— Big Gold Gains of the Treasury. 

Waemxoron, D. C., March 14.—[ Special. 

Hawaiian matters took up the time of the 

Cabinet today. It seems to be understood 

now that a commission is to be sent and that 

it will be headed by ex-Representative Blount 
of Georgia. Blount is to have a sort of ad- 
visory position at the State Department dur- 
ing this adwinistration, and the Hawanian 
matter may give him a chance to get his hand 
in as a practical diplomat. His experience in 
diplomacy is limited to two years’ service at 
the head of the Foreign Affairs committee of 
the House. Under the guidance of the older 
members of the committee he improved his 
opportunity, so that foreign affairs are not 
unknown to him. He has been quoted as op- 
posed to annexation, but that was before he 


had given the subject any special attention. 
Fuller information may cause him to change 
his mind. 

At the State Department Judge Gresham 
was kept busy before and after the Cabinet 
meeting in preparing papers. At the Navy 
Department a portion of the force was de- 
tained beyond the usual closing hour arrang- 
ing cipher telegrams for the State Department 
to be sent to San Francisco to catch the out- 

oing mail steamer which sails tomorrow for 

onolulu. Mr. Blount and Secretary Gresham 
left the White House some little time betore 
the Cabinet meeting closed. They went to 
the State Departmeut, where they were closet- 
ed together for some time. It is intimated 
that the dispatches to go out inform Minister 
Stevens that a commission is coming to Ha- 
waii and give him instructions as to the course 
he shall pursue pending the arrival of the 
Com missioners. 

The names of Gen. Schofield and Admiral 
Brown cuntinue to be the only ones spoken of 
in connection with the commission. Neither 
the State Department nor the officers them- 
selves will acknowledge their appointments. 
Assuming that the gentlemen named will 
form the commission the gossips are specu- 
lating upon what their conclusions are likely 
to be. The annexationists appear to be guite 
well satisfied. They know that Admiral 
Brown and Gen. Schofield are in favor of an- 
nexation and that Mr. Blount, although he did 
not approve of the Harrison annexation 
treaty, believes in maintaining American su- 
premacy in Hawaii. 

Now that Princess Kaiulani and suite have 
attained the object of their visit to Washing- 
Presijent—the re- 
mainder of their time here will be spent in 
social affairs. Saturday next is the time fixed 
for their departure. The proposition to send 
a commission to the island and to take a vote 
of the people is looked upon with favor by 
Mr. Davies, who said this morning: “ Of the 
14,000 voters on the islands 10,000 are averse 
to annexation, and I don’t see, under these cir- 
cumstances, how the United States can take 
such a step. 


CLEVELAND’S CONSULAR PLAN, 


Men Who Go Abroad Must Have Excellent 
Business Qualifications, 

Wasurnetor, P. C., March 14.—President 
Cleveland has decided upon a line of policy to 
be pursued in the appointment of Consuls 
which is expected materially to expand the 
trade of the United States with foreign coun- 
tries, and especially with the South and Cen- 
tral American republics. His policy is to 
select ‘mer for appointment to Consulships 
who have exceptional business qualifications 
and possess sufficient trade instinct to recog- 
nize an outlet for American merchandise and 
the ability to aid in working up a market for 
the production of American manufac- 
tories and farms. The President said 
that of course litical reasons 
cannot be entirely ignored in the selection of 
Consuis, but that particular stress will be laid 
upon the business abilities of the men whose 
names are presented to him. President Cleve- 
land has indicated his determination of this 
policy to several Congressmen lately, and 
especially to one New York member, whose 
constituents are interested in the increase of 
the volume of foreign trade. It is under- 
stood therefore that for the principal com- 
mercial ports and centers of trade the selec- 
tion of Consuls will be based largely upon 
their commercial fitness and political rea- 
sons will apply in other cases, 


TREASURY GOLD INCREASING, 


More Offers Keceived from Western Points— 
Customs Receipts Are Also Swelling. | 

Wasuinetror, D. C., March 14.—The free 
gold in the Treasury has been built up until 
it aggregates more than $5,000,000. Several of. 
fers were today received from Western points 
aggregating $300,000. Secretary Carlisle is 
accepting these offers as fast as he can supply 
small Treasury notes for them. Only the most 
advantageous offers are now accepted. The 
names of the banks that make the offers and 
the cities in which they are located are not 
now given to the press for publication. This 
change in practice is said to have been sug- 
gested by President Cleveland, as some of 
the banks have an idea to have 
the fact stated that they were parting with 
gold might have the effect of weakening the 
confidence felt in them. The Treasury De- 
partment is also accumulating gold in the 
ordinary course of business, though no offers 
of gold in any considerable amount have been 
received by the Treasury from Eastern bank- 
ers. 

Customs receipts are increasing, and during 
the month of March it is anticipated that they 
will foot up $18,000,000. For the first ten days 
of this month the receipts at the Port of New 
York from customs have aggregated $4,206,000, 
as ‘against $3,905,000 for the corresponding 
period of last year. 


BUOYS IN CANADIAN WATERS, 


Communications in Answer to Petitions of 
the Lake Carriers’ Association. 


Wasutnaton, D. C., March 14.—[Special. ]— 
A request from the Lake Carriers’ Association 
that certain buoys might be placed in Cana- 
dian waters to mark channels has led to an ex- 
haustive examination and communications be- 
tween the State Department and Lighthouse 
Board. Under date of June 12 the Depart- 
ment of State reported that the Canadian 
Government had decided to place a buoy at a 
certain point in Detroit River, and it is un- 
derstood that the buoy was placed, but objec- 
tion is made that the buoy indicated does not 
roperly mark the channel, and that the Light- 
ouse Boara has no authority for placing 
buoys in Canadian waters. In its letter to 
the Lighthouse Board the Lake Carriers’ Asso- 
ciation state that the owners of the large ton- 
nage which uses the Niagara River between 
Buffalo and Tonawanda fear to use the 
channel of the water-works pier 
until that channel is marked by buoys. 
The set of the current is such that a steamer 
towing two or more barges down the river 
must keep as far as possible to the westward 
of the water-works pierto prevent these barges 
from being thrown on the pier by the current. 
This requires the master of the steamer 
should know just how far west he can go with 
safety, and he cannot know this without the 
aid of buoys. Whatistrue of the Niagara 
River between Buffalo and Tonawanda, ap- 
plies equally to the work of guarding the 
channei at Lime Kiln Crossing, Detroit River, 
which has been dredged 2,400 feet within Ca- 
nadian waters.

ROACH WILL BRAZEN IT OUT, 


‘His Financial Vagaries Will Not Prevent 


Him from Acting as Senator. 

Wasutweros, D. C., March 14.—I Special.] 
— Washingtonians heard with surprise that W. 
N. Roach had been chosen as Senator of the 
United States from North Dakota, and 
many wondered if he would have 
the hardihood to return to the 
capital of the Nation, from which he was 
driven in disgrace about fourteen years ago, 
branded, a defaulting cashier from the Citi- 
zens’ National Bank of this city. It is a story 
well remembered here in financial circles, 


how Roach tampered with the funds of the 
Citizens’ National Bank to promote certain 
enterprises in which he was interested, until 
finally he got beyond his depth, and was forced 
to appeal to his father-in-law to extricate him 
from his financial embarrassment. It took 
the savings of a lifetime of one of Washing- 
ton’s honored and physicians to 
make good the embezzlements of the man 
whom the Legislature of North Dakota re- 
cently chose to represent the State in the up- 
per branch of the National Legislature, and 
the idea was suggested that some more of 
Roach’s financial jugglery wasexhibited when 
it came to a question of securing legislative 
ind orsement, 

After Roach had been discharged from tho 
bank efforts were made to secure his arrest, 
but he eluded the vigilance of the detectives 
and for several years his whereabouts were un- 
known. Finally u was ascertained that he 
had settled in North Dakota, where he had 
accumulated a competency, had been a 
nominee for Congress on the Democratic 
ticket and twice for Governor, without the 
slightest suspicion being entertained that he 
was anything but an upright businessman. 
When it was announced on Fifteenth street, 
the Wall street of Washington, that Billy“ 
Roach had been elected to the United States 
Senate from North Dakota some of his old 
associates in banking circles expressed their 
astonishment that he had the nerve to stand as 
a candidate. After the record he estab- 
lished here, remarked one bank official, it 
would have been much better for Roach to 
have remained in North Dakota, where he was 
known as an honest man.“ 

Another feature in connection with Roach’s 
eleetion is the fact that making him a United 
States Senator was in a large measure instru- 
mental in turning over that body to the Dem- 
ocratic party, although since his election other 
States have either appointed or elected Demo- 
crate to represent them there. Before he left 
Washington, in 1879, Roach was conspicuous 
in athletic sports, was 4 member of a crack 
rowing crew, and one of the trusted men of 
the Citizens’ National Bank, the President of 
which was John A. J. Creswell, who was Post- 
master-Generai during Grant’s administra- 
tion. When Mr. Creswell learned of the em- 
bezzlements he sent for Roach, who made a 
confession as to his guilt and volunteered to 
make restitution. It was ascertained subse- 
quently that his apogee approximated $65,- 
000, but through the efforts of his family and 
friends and certain real estate holdings of the 
culprit this amount was reduced to $25,000, 
which the bank had to lose. Roach refuses to 
discuss his past. He is a man of iron nerve, 
and will have it out in the Senate.

CHARGES THEM WITH DISHONESTY, 


Sioux City Street Railway Company Dis- 
charges Its Men, Alleging Big Steals.

Every street car operative employed by the 
Sioux City street railway company, with the 
exception of a possible half dozen, were dis- 
charged tonight and new men, who were wait- 
ing, put. on in their places. The company 
charges all the men discharged with dishon- 
esty, and its action is the result of the em- 
ployment of spotters, who have been 
riding the cars for a month past. It 
is claimed that the company has been 
robbed of as high 2s $3,000 a month, and 
that many employés have taken from $50 
to $70 a month in addition to their salaries, 
On some of the lines where bobtails are run 
it is charged that the men used feathers with 
pitch on them to extract fare chips from the 
fare slots and turned the chips over to con- 
federates, who sold them. The robbery has 
been going on for years, it is thought, as 
many of the men dischar have worked for 
the company since the line was built, ten 
years ago. The company has no idea of the 
exact amount of the steal, but believes that 
in the last ten years it has averaged at least 
$25,000 a year.

TROTTING RULES FORMULATED, 


New Regulations to Govern Time and 
Match Performances. 

New Tonk. March 16.— At the second day’s ses- 
sion of the conference of turfmen, represented in 
the National Trotting Associations, the American 
Trotting Associations, and the American Trotting 
Registration Association at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel today the following new rules governing 
time performances and match races were 


adopted: 

Performances against time must be m at the 
regular meeting of a society in the National Trotting 
Associations. performances to be conducted by the 
regular judges —— timers ot 4 . and in accord - 
ance with the rules of the organization to 
which the member tA s. No time horse shall be 
allowed to start against time pending a heat or trial 
by another animal, nor until the result of such heat 
or trial shall have been duly announced. The time 
shall be taken by three timers engaged in the stand 
during the performances. No —— against 
time shall be held earlier than 10 

There shall be no performance a. time at a 
postponed or continued meeting, unless such post- 
ponement or continuance is made in accordance 
with the rules of the National or American Trotting 
Assoctations to which the member belongs. In per- 
formance against time the animal must start to beat 
or equal a specified time, and a losing performance 
shall not constitute a record or bar. A regular 
meeting shall be construed to mean a meeting adver- 
tised in all least one newspaper not less than one 
week before said meeting, at which meeting no less 
than two regular events (pursés or prizes) are adver- 
tised. one vf which must take place. A match race is 
not to be considered as a regular event, and matches 
agaiust time shall not be allowed. 

Entries to performances against time must be 
made with the Secretary not later than 7 p. m. of the 
day before, and must appear in the printed program 
of the day, and if there is no published program a 
written copy must be posted on the judge's stand. 
Match races shall be regar aa performances 
against time, and such time made in such races shail 
be similarly treated and designated. Pending an in- 
vestigation of areported record by either the Na 
tion al or the American Trotting Association, the re- 
oor record shall operate as a bar until the matter

ACCUSED OF THE MURDER OF M’WHIRTER 


Richard Heath Arrested for the Assassina-

The fact tnat Heath had been arres 
was not known until this morning, as he was 
taken to Fresno, where he arrived last night. 

Crittenden Thornton, Mrs. McWhirter’s 
attorney, said he was not surprised at the 
arrest of Heath and Polly. e continued: 
These men are but catspaws of others more 
powerful, and I expect to see several political 
and financial reputations in this State shat- 
tered in a very short time. 

Fresno, Cal., March 14.—The arrest of 
Heath in San Francisco was a great surprise. 
though he had long been suspected. The 
grand jury is now in session here and it 1s 
understood will return indictments against 
Heath and Polley. It is believed Heath will 
plead insanity as defense.

MANY QUESTIONS WERE ASKED. 


The Pennsylvania Election Turns Out a 
Tame Affair. 

1 PRLADIITRIA, Pa., March 14.—Qutside the 
manifold objections made by W. E. Lock- 
wood to everything in general and to the man- 
agement in particular the forty-sixth annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad company in Musical Fund Hail 
this morning was featureless.

Mr. Lockwood then 
wanted President Roberts to take 
a seat on the platform so that he 
could answer questions. This was allowed, 
but no questions were answered. The thirty- 
one pages of the annual report, which was re- 
cently published, were then considered seri- 
atim, for about every page Objector Lock 
wood had something to inquire. His inquiries 
were all taken down stenographically, and will 
be considered by the incoming Board of Direc- 
tors. When this bad been concluded Mr. 
Lockwood offered thirty-eight intricate ques- 
tions for President Roberts to answer. ‘They 
were prepared by English stockholders from 
last year’s report and were as varied as they 
were numerous. 

Ihe object of Mr. Lockwood was to have 
the President reply to queries which it was 
said he evaded wheo in England on a recent 
tour, and Mr. Lockwood moved that the que- 
ries be referred to the President and the in- 

coming directors. The motion was lost.

Coroner’s Jury Hears Evidence on the Fall 
of the Twenty-second Street Building. 

A Coroner’s jury worked all day yesserday 
to get at the facts of the cause of the collapse 
of the building Nos. 73 and 75 Twenty-second 
street and the death of A. L. Briggs, The 
chief fact learned was that the contractors 
had caused to be piled up on the roof three 
or four tons of brick, which, in the opinion 
of one man at least, caused the walls to give 
away. The jurors personally inspected the 
walls in the morning and listened to evidence 
m the afternoon. At 6 o’clock not halt the 


witnesses had been heard. 

The inquest was conducted by Cor- 
oner Eugene ler, and was held at the 
morgue, No. 73 Fifth avenue. Contractors 


Burchard and Towner, who have the work of 
removing a part of the old buila and the 
erection of a new one to take its place, were 
present in the custody of officers of the Cot- 
tage Grove Avenue Station. They were under 
arrest on the order of the Coroner, who 
wanted them held awaiting the action of the 


jury. 

Contractor Burchard, the first witness, la- 
bored for some time to make plain to the 
jurymen the condition of the bu at the 
time the wall fell, but, failing, the Coroner 
decided to take the jurors to view tne ruins. 
Ine inquest was therefore continued until the 
afternoon and the jurors were taken to Twen- 
ty-second street. 

A. L. Burchard said the building was owned 
by E. L. Brand and that he was to build a 
new one according to plans drawn by C. M. 
Paimer. These plans provide fora Fawn 
running from the proposed new build 
the rear of the old portion in front, 
order to construct it he had to remove — 
parts in the center of the old building which 
supported the floors above. How some of the 
other posts became removed he could not say. 
The whole work, he said, was done under 
the orders of himself or Mr. Towner, and 
no one else had aught to dowith it. He 
did not know whether Mr. Brand had ever 
been notified by the ae Department that 
the walis were unsafe. had not taken out 
a permit, but intended doing so either the day 


the wall fell or yesterday. e was of the opin- 
ion that the wall fell on account of the 
leaving it. 


J. E. Goold, proprietor of the Southern 
Storage house, just opposite the wrecked 
building, said he saw the structure built, that 
he thought at the time the foundations were 
not sufficiently strong and that he was under 
the impression that the structure had been 
condemned by the Build Department. 

Thomas Moriarity of No. 2950 Wallace 
street. a laborer on the build! testified 
that at the time of the accident Briggs was 
building what he took to be a support for the 
first floor. The walls, he added, were poor, 
it being necessary to brace the east and west 
wails. At the tume of the fall of the roof there 
were three or four tons of brick which had 
been removed from the walls and cleaned, 
laying there. The buildmg, he said, was 
cracked and drawn out of shape and not suffi- 
ciently strong to bear that strain. The con- 
tractors cautioned all workmen to be careful. 
The west wall he considered unsafe,
